CAUSE OF THE INDIAN WAE. 

Father G. Gazzoli, S, J., has writteA a 
letter, to Archbia,hpp_Blanch^t concerning 
the causes that led to the redent' Indinn 
outbreak in Idabo. The rev. Father says ho 
is "convinced that there -would never ha.yb 
been necessity for a wav with the liuliaus 
if truth and honosty hiid prov.iilcd in tlio 
dealings of tho whites with them. A very 
great losponaibility, tborcforo, rests with 
those who hnvo caused this war. In gen- 
eral, tho Indians uro now mora disposed 
to follow a civilized career Ibau their an- 
cient life. 'J hey begin to sec tho ndvau" 
tagos of tho lirst, but thoy know very well 
that ill order to koep and to advance in 
tho civilized life tbey need tho help of tho 
■whites. Supposing, therefore, for a mo- 
ment, that they have no other reason to 
check their hatred against tlio whites, 
their interest alone will bo sufliciont to 
prevent tbom from becoming hosliio. In 
regard to tbo Caiholio Indians, to tbia iu- 
terost must bo added a motivo of religion, 
more powei fill lliuu any other, oven on 
the hearts of our poor Indians, as every 
.. one may have seen in tbis unfortunate af- 
fair of the Nez Perces. Up to tbo timo I 
left, not one Oalhnlic was aniony thehoitiles, 
thnugh tbey hud among tliom near rola- 
tioua. I can assure your grace, that until 
tbo moment of that tooiish ahu'm all was 
prospejiug in our missions biitii iu regard 
to temporal and spiritual all'uirs. Even 
in Jqseph'd camp avo Qntertiiinad flatto 
ing liopes. A little kindness I am sure 
would liavo doiorrod liim from so desper- 
ate an act, and s[)ared many violima. It 
is true tbat for some timo bo has beoii 
preparing to defend his rigbts witU arms, 
but it ia true also tbat be liositatod to tho 
last moment. I do not beliuvo that there 
is a ly new dilnger now; however, sbould 
any present itself, I will make it known 
to you. Ttio only one I can imagine 
would come from the uufavoral)lo opiu- 
ion tbo Indians liave of Gen. Howard and 
Agent iMouti-iib. A good cbief of some

Tie ITanaimo Gold Mines. 

About three weeks or a month back 
Messrs. Leolaire and Lelard started on a 
prospecting trip np tho Nanaimo Kiver 
and found gold enougii to itiduco them to 
return to Nanaimo and tit themselves out 
for thepurpotio of giving tho locality a 
fair trial. Tl>.ey seliieted a spot some 15 
miles up the river and in coiutjany wilii 
Mr. Edword Queunollo went to work in 
the benches, as the bed of the stream did 
not promise i<o well as the banks, and 
woro very soon conviiijod that it would 
be worth their while to come down to 
Victoria and record their cl'iims and toko 
out mining licenses which they did yes- 
terday. Mr. Queunollo says they had an 
intorviow with the Chief Commissioner 
who has sent lip orders to tho roiid boss 
in that neighborhood to give all noces-.-tiry 
assistance m making a trail to tho place, 
which will ba very welcome as tho coun- 
try is described as being rough aud difli- 
oult to pack through. The diggings as 
far as at presont known will pay from S2 
to So per day to tho hand; but as there 
will be plenty of water by-and-bye aud a 
fair chance to Lydraulic.thoy mny do bet- 
ter later on even if no newdiacoverios are 
made. The bed rook iu tho country just 
round the claims is .1 broken slatii and it 
is thought it will pay at about tho same 
late for nearly six miles abova and throe 
miles below tbo, ground taken up by tho 
discoverers. Twenty or thirty claims have 
alro.idy been staked oil' by parties from 
Naufiimo and as tho head waters of the 
stream are thirty Iniloa away, further do- 
volopmouta raiiy bo hoped for.

RocKLiN, Oal., Sept. 15. — The citizona 
of Rocklin were Ihrowu into a state of e.x- 
citemnut about 3 o'clock this afternoon by 
a report that a . woman was murdered at 
Sargent's ranch , aboiit three riiiles from 
here. A posse of citizens, accompanied 
by the deputy t-horill', drove out. Upon 
entering the iiouso a gtiastly sight met their 
g.ize. A woman lay upon the lloor bathed 
in blood, tho body not yet cold. A gash 
upon tho side shows wuore tho fatal blow 
i ad been struck. In another room was 
found tho bloody ax which had also been 
used to open sr veral trunks, a part of tho 
coulentj of which lay scattered around tho 
room. Tho husband was found in tho 
field, just outside thu fence, with four 
bullet holes iu him. Tho parties murder- 
ed wero Louis Ader and wifo. 

Latkb— A party followed tho trail of 
two men who were seen to jump the fence 
Their tracks showed they woro Chineso 
shoes. After cros.sing tUo ravino three 
quarteis uf a mile Irom the house, 
clump of willows the}' found Sargent 
bleeding from wounds in tho head and 
body. Ue was conscious,' and stated thvt 
two Chinamen had called at the hoase 
shortly before noon and de.iired to pur- 
chase a coitiiu mining claim of him. He 
aci'oini)aiiied them to tho claim, and while 
returning they sltot him tivo times iu tha 
head ami body and left liim for dead. Ha 
said tlio ussasaius were from Penryn, a 
neighbouring village, one being cook iu 
Grant's hotpl, near the Penryn quarries. 
Ho bad received §120 f lom other Cninanien 
a f-w days before for a mining claim, 
which Miis in tho trunk at tlie house, iind 
it is piesunifd the murders were commit- 
t:jd to obtain that money. A j^arty follow 
ed ttie tracks of the murderers ton Chiueso 
cabin near by, whore they arrested three 
Chinauien, ono of whom w.is iu bed, but 
perspiring freely as though he Imd been 
running, Seveial other Chinamen living in 
the viciniiy wi re arrested, and ono woo 
was much frightou'-d voiunt.^ered tho iu- 
foranition that Ah S'oe an.i .Vh -Urn had 
muideied Sargent, but tlien stop.ped and 
would say no mure. One of the prisonois 
had SlUO in hix possession. It was discov- 
ered tliHt the trunk iu which Sargent de- 
posited the money had been out open and 
the luouey taken. S.trgent died this 
luorniiig. 

The fook of Grant's house could not 
bo found, though the country an l towns 
for miles around were i;Coure.| inpursuit. 
This morning a meeting ol oiiizijoa wis 
held at Boeltliii and all the Cllille^e ur- 
dort d to le.ivo before v p.m. By -1 o'clock 
the la-t squad of Chiueso wiih ihrir bag- 
gHge tiled out of t wii, iiicliuliiig thu.ie 
euipioved by the railway company, only 
llie piisiuiors remaining, Tlu-y wero in 
no way molested. At ti p.m. iha citizens 
marched to the Chineso qutirit rs and de- 
molished all the building', twenty-live in 
number, including one store, the stock of 
which had been romovi d by th-.i owner 
A tire broke out dur n.g the demolition 
from a stovo remainiug in imo house, but 
waa extinguished by tlio railroad employ- 
ees with tlio engine. At tho inquest held 
to-day the facts developed I d tue sUariff 
to bolievo foui' of the Chinamen arrest-;d 
wen; implii-aleil ill the iniirdein, and it 
was deci(|i;d to remove them to tho county 
jail at Auliurn. A crowd collt'ctcd wheu 
they boarded the train and soon the mur- 
murs of tho throng broke out into excla- 
mations of "have them out, hang thom." 
A rush was made for tli - dcjor of the car, 
the slieriir and ollicers wero seized, and 
only for a free show of [listids by tlio ofli- 
ourB anil conductor of the train tli' ir pur 
poau would havo been aocomidi -bed. Tho 
ciowd was finally forced back and the 
train puUoil out from the station followed 
by the yidls of the lliroiig, Tho modera- 
tio'.i dis|)layed hy the citizens, with the 
cscopliijn of the above iui-iiient, is partly 
attributed to the fact that throughout tho 
day by couunon <;on.si.ni all tho saloon 
keepers closed up their places, other and 
serious consequences would have un- 
doubtedly ensued. The coroner's jury 
found the murder of S.irtjent to bo t om- 
uiilt-'d by All Sam, Ah .Tim and aiiothiM- 
Chinani ill unknown, Sargent having sub- 
tequontly lueutioni'd a third iissaihiut. 

Aboiit a ihis evening tha buildings of 
the Chinese garden, about a mile from 
Rocklin, were bnrm'd. It is positividy 
denied thit whites set fire, and po.^silily 
(!liinesn idiandontid nnd Imrned thi.'in. 
Sargent was an old nnd ics|iecti-d resi 
diMit. Oili'r was II Bivirian, his wife has 
relations in Trenton, N.,L 

liotnu.i.s', Sept. 17, — Tijis morning at 7 
o'clnok tho b.iily of u murdartjd man was 
found in the vineyard near Sargent's 
house, and at 11 o'clock tho body of a boy 
eight yoais old was found in the same 
vineyard ; both had been murdeiO'l with 
|dstol Eliots. About 100 iirmed men aro 
engaged in driving ont all Chinese in this 
neighborhood. Moat intense excitement 
prevails.
